Origin  of  the  Name. 

The  name  is  from  the  Irish  word  Sliabh  meaning  Mountains.  The  earliest 
form  of  the  spelling  was  Sliabhan  and  some  of  the  descendants  changed  the 
name  to  0^ Sliabhan.  The  first  attempt  at  anglicization  of  the  name,  Slieven 
or  Sleven  appears  in  the  names  of  certain  mountains  in  Ireland.  Viz:-Slievena-

muck,  Slievenanee,  Slievenaman  and  Slievensnaght — this  last  meaning  Snow 
Mountain. 

The  pioneer  immigrant  to  America,  John,  spelled  his  name  Slavin.  His 
children  changed  the  spelling  to  Slaven.  Some  of  his  sons,  Isaiah  being  one 
of  the,  added  the  nSn  making  the  spelling  Slavens.  Some  of  the  descendants

in  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  of  the  5th  and  6th  generation  have  changed  the 

i 

spelling  back  to  the  original  Slavin  while  other  members  of  the  same  family 

I 

spell  it  Slaven.  The  first  member  of  this  Irish  family  to  come  to  America  was: 

JOHN  SLAVIN  (J) 

I  wh°  was  torn  in  County  Tyrone,  Ulster,  Ireland,  1723  and  came  to  America  in 

1740  at  the  age  of  17  years .  He  was  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  by  trade  in 
Ireland  a  weaver .  With  many  other  Scotch-Irish  who  came  over  about  the  same 
time  he  located  at  first  in  Pennsylvania.  John  with  at  least  two  of  his  brothers 
settled  near  what  is  now  Philadelphia,  Pa,  He  moved  from  there  to  Rockingham 
County,  Va,  and  settled  on  Cooks  Creek,  near  Mount  Clinton,  not  far  from 
Staunton  in  what  is  now  Augusta  County.  He  later  moved  to  what  is  now  Highland 
County,  Va.  (1777),  near  the  head  waters  of  Jackson’s  River  and  settled  on  land 
now  known  as  Meadow  Dale,  and  near  what  is  now  Monterey,  Virginia.  He  was  one 
of  the  first  three  settlers  in  that  locality,  the  Indians  having  moved  further 
west.  The  last  Indian  raid  in  Augusta  County,  Va.  took  place  in  1764.  His 
descendants  still  own  and  live  on  part  of  tho  land  on  which  he  settled.  A  part 
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of  this  land  is  from  an  original  grant  of  George  III,  1720  and  a  part  from  the 
common  wealth  of  Va.  1733.  The  foundation  lines  of  the  first  home  (log  house) 
can  still  be  traced.  This  log  house  was  built  in  the  most  primitive  way 
there  being  few  carpenters  tools  and  practically  no  nails.  The  clap  boards 
for  the  roof  were  split  from  logs  and  held  in  place  by  logs  laid  cross  wise 
on  them.  Later  a  second  log  house,  slave  quarters  and  other  out  buildings 
were  erected  by  his  descendants  and  still  later  the  brick  house  now  standing 
and  near  by  the  home  now  known  as  Meadow  Dale.  John  Slavin  married  Elisabeth 
Stuart  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  1743.  She  was  born  in  Scotland,  1726  and  came 
to  America  from  England  along  with  other  members  of  the  Stuart  family  coming 
over  at  that  time  and  landing  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  She  was  a  Presbyterian. 
John  Slavin  died  1783,  and  he  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Stuart  who  died  1795, 
and  daughters,  Comfort  Higgins  and  Naomi  Galferd,  are  buried  in  the  family 
burying  ground,  on  the  land  then  owned  by  him,  two  and  one  half  miles  north 
of  Meadow  Dale  and  about  one  mile  south  of  the  main  highway  now  leading  west 
from  Monterey,  Va,  The  grave  is  marked  with  a  granite  marker  and  is  on  a 
mountain  side  in  a  beautiful  location,  A  large  ash  tree  has  grown  up  since 
his  burial  over  his  grave,  and  the  foot  stone  is  embedded  in  its  roots,  John 
Slavin  was  a  pioneer,  founder  and  patriot.  His  sons  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War  and  his  sons  and  grandsons  in  the  War  1812.  His  descendants  served  in  the 
Mexican  War,  the  Indian  Wars,  the  Civil  War  (both  sides)  and  in  all  subsequent 
wars.  The  John  Slavin  Family  Bible  brought  from  Scotland  is  still  in  the  hands 
of  his  descendants.  The  earliest  entry  in  the  Bible  is  1751.  It  contains  ten 
names  of  his  children  and  dates  of  birth  to  include;  Reuben,  born  July  10th,  1765, 
"on  Sunday  morning".  The  names  of  some  of  the  later  children  cannot  now  be 
traced,  the  ink  having  faded.  The  time  of  day  of  birth  was  given  as  above. 

The  Bible  is  covered  with  Deer-skin,  killed  and  tanned  on  the  place.  The 
following  is  the  legend  in  the  Bible: 
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It  was  probably  brought  over  to  this  country  by  Elizabeth  Stuart  cr  the 
members  of  her  family. 

The  following  data  is  from  the  John  Slavin  Bible:

Born  November  3rd,  1751,  Rockingham  County,  Va.  Married  William  Higgins 
1775.  She  lived  in  Highland  County,  Va.,  on  land  adjacent  to  the  John  Slavin 
home.  She  died  in  1825.  She  was  buried  in  the  family  burying  ground  (for 
further  history  see  children  of  Comfort  Slavin). 

2.  William  Slavin-J 

Born  June  3rd,  1753  "on  a  Saturday  morning"  in  Rockingham  County,  Va. 
Married — no  record.  Died  1816 — no  record. 

Note:  Old  papers  Va.  526.  I  do  certify  that  ’William  Slavin  was  chosen 
ensign  in  my  company  of  Augusta  Co.  Militia  in  the  room  of  Jonathan  Humphries 
who  hath  resigned  his  commission  and  he  is  recommended  to  the  court  of  said 
county  for  a  commission:  sgd.  Charles  Hamilton,  Oct.  8th,  1782. 

Settled  in  Smith  Co.,  Tenn.  about  1795.  No  data  of  descendants. 

3 •  Elizabeth  Slavin-J 

Bom  February  10th,  1755  "on  a  Wednesday  morning",  Rockingham  Co.,  Va. 
Married  Abraham  Ingraham  of  Ingram,  Greenbrier  County,  Va.  Died,  Indiana  near 
Indianapolis.  Abraham  Ingram  came  from  Susex  County,  Delaware  and  with  his 
wife  and  family  moved  to  Indiana  in  1795  and  settled  near  Indianapolis.  (No 
data  of  descendants). 

4.  Naomi  Slavin-J 

Born  January  30th,  1758  "on  a  Monday  morning",  Rockingham  Co.,  Va. 
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Married  John  Galferd.  Died — no  record*  She  lived  in  what  is  now  Highland 
County,  Va.  and  is  buried  in  the  John  Slavin  grave  yard.  (No  data  of 
descendants) . 

5 •  John  Slavin-J 

Born  April  10th,  1760,  Rockingham  County,  Va.  Married  1.  Martha  Wade. 

2.  Elizabeth  Warwick  Hodge,  July  30th,  1789.  Resided  1819  Randolph  County, 

W.  Va. ;  1820  Pendleton  County,  W,  Va,;  1832  Pocohantas  County,  W.  Va.  Served 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  Private  in  Captain  Bowyers  Co.  12th  Va.  Regiment, 
(also  designated  4th,  8th  and  12th  Va.  Regiment).  Served  two  years  October  10th, 
1776  to  October  10th,  1778.  Regiment  also  designated  Col.  James  Wood's  Va. 
Regiment.  Participated  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine,  Germantown  and  many 
skirmishes,  A  man  of  remarkable  muscular  power  and  participated  in  many 
thrilling  engagements.  Died  1842.  For  additional  history  see  Children  of 
John  Slaven,  son  of  John  Slavin. 

6.  Isaiah  Slavin- J 

Born  June  12th,  1762,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va,  Married  1.  Patsy  Stuart, 

February  22nd,  1786  in  Baltimore,  Md.  She  died  February  1803.  2.  Mrs.  Leston, 
1805  Mt,  Sterling,  Ky.  Died  June  28th,  1843  Putnam  Co.,  Indiana.  Served  in 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  the  War  1812.  (For  further  history  see  children 
of  Isaiah  Slavens,  son  of  John.  Settled  in  Mt.  Sterling,  Ky.  and  Putnam  Co., 
Indiana. 

7.  Reuben  Slavin-J 

Born  July  10,  1763  "on  a  Sunday  morning".  Married  Nancy  Kennison-Bath, 

Co.,  Va.  1792,  who  was  born  1772  and  died  Feb.  16th,  1839.  (Bath  Co.,  Va. 
record— Reuben  married  Sally  Kennison  on  April  16th,  1792.  Name  probably 
Nancy  Sarah  (or  Sally)  Kennison. 

8.  Daniel  Slavin-J 

Born  1764  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  Married — no  record.  Died — no  record. 

Settled  in  Claiborne  Co.,  Tenn.  on  the  Clinch  River  about  1795.  (no  record 
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of  descendants). 

9.  Stewart  Slaven-J 

Bom  1765  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  Married  Isabelle  Johnson  1792  in  Bath  Co., 

Va.  now  Highland  Co.  Died  1832.  Resided  on  the  old  John  Slavin  home  place 

"Meadow  Dale"  near  Monterey,  Va.  (For  further  history  see  children  of  Stewart 
Slaven,  Son  of  John. 

10.  Henry  Slavin- J 

Born  1767  Rockingham  Co.,  Va,  Married  Elizabeth  Houchin  1792,  Bath  Co., 
Va.  now  Highland  Co.  Died— no  record.  Residence  Scioto  Valley,  Pike  Co., 
Ohio  1794  (no  data  of  descendants).

She  was  born  according  to  the  John  Slavin  Bible  November  3,  1751  and  is 
the  first  entry  in  the  Bible.  She  died  about  1825.  Married  1775  William 

Higgins.  Record  of  one  child  only-Nancy  Higgins  who  was  born  in  1790  and 

died  1880.

Nancy  Higgins  married  William  Given  1812.  They  had  two  children. 

1.  Abraham  Given — 1-1-J 

Bom  1814.  No  further  data, 

2.  Virginia  Given — 1-1-J 

Bom  1816,  Virginia  Given  married  first,  Cornelius  Given 
about  1836  and  had  one  son  Jared — 2-1— 1— J.  Cornelius  and  his 
son  both  died  in  the  Confederate  Army  in  1863  or  1864, 
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Married  second  time  Isaac  Given  (born  1817) 

No  further  data.  She  is  buried  in  the  family  burying  ground  on 
the  land  owned  by  John  Slavin,  her  father  about  two  and  one -half 
miles  north  of  "Meadow  Dale",  Va.  Her  grave  is  marked  but  cannot 
now  be  identified, 

5*  Descendants  of  John  Slaven,  son  of  John  Slavin  of  Ireland, 

5*  John  Slavin — 5-J 

Son  and  fifth  child  of  John  Slavin  of  Ireland.  He  was  born  April  10,  1760 
in  Rockingham,  Va,  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  participated  in 
many  battles  and  skirmishes.  He  was  a  great  hunter  and  lover  of  adventure 
and  was  a  man  of  remarkable  muscular  strength  and  power.  He  had  many  thrill¬ 
ing  adventures,  bloody  engagements,  hazardous  trips  and  escapes  and  bitter 
privations  in  his  various  undertakings  and  his  war  service.  He  lived  in 
Randolph,  Pendleton  and  Pocohontas  Counties,  W.  Va.  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  John  Slavin  home.  He  was  pensioned  for  his  Revolutionary  War  service 
but  on  the  ground  of  his  having  considerable  property  this  was  discontinued. 

His  pension  was  afterward  restored  and  he  was  last  paid  March  4,  1839,  payment 
being  made  to  his  attorney  T.  R.  Blair,  Richmond,  Va.  August  3,  1839.  He  died 
during  1842  at  the  age  of  82  years.  He  married  first,  Martha  Wade  in  1783. 

They  had  one  son. 

1*  John  Slaven — 5-J 

He  was  John  Slaven,  3rd  in  direct  descent  from  John  of  Ireland.  He  never 
married. 

He  married  second  Elizabeth  Warwick  Hodge,  July  30,  1789,  sister  of 
Andrew  and  William  Warwick  on  Deer  Creek.  Not  long  after  this  marriage  he 
settled  on  the  head  waters  of  the  Greenbrier  and  he  is  the  ancestor  of  the 
Pocohontas  branch  of  the  Slaven  family.  The  following  are  the  children  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  Warwick  Slaven.

and  prominent  citizen  and  filled  most  of  the  official  positions  in  the  gift 
of  the  county, 

5.  Mary  Slaven — 5-J 

Married  John  Wooddell  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  Va.  Her  children  were  Mary  P., 

Hon.  W.  J,  Wooddell  and  J.  S.  Wooddell. 

6,  Margaret  Slaven — 5-J 

Married  Samuel  Ruckman,  Greenbrier  Co.,  Va.  Resided  in  W.  Va. 

7*  William  Slaven — 5-J 

Bom  July  6,  1798,  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  Va.  Married  (l)  1819  Margaret 
Wooddell,  daughter  of  Joseph  Wooddell  of  Green  Bank.  She  was  born  June  27,  1800. 
Their  children  were  Charles,  died  seeking  gold  in  California;  William,  Patrick, 
James,  Cooper,  Henry,  Nathan  a  Confederate  soldier  killed  at  Fort  Donaldson. 
Elizabeth,  who  married— Osborne  of  Gilmer  Co.,  W.  Va. 

Married  (2)  Nancy  Cline  of  Lewis  Co.  Their  children  were  Mary,  Sarah,  Caroline, 
Martha,  Lucy,  Frank,  Lanty,  Roland  and  Perry,  all  born  in  Pocohontas  Co. 

living  in  Pocohontas  Co.  William  Slaven  was  a  man  marked  with 
prominence,  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Legislature,  Magistrate  and  Assessor. 

He  moved  to  Lewis  Co.  on  Leading  Creek,  thence  to  Wirt  Co.  near  Buring  Springs 
and  finally  to  Jackson  Co.  near  Ravenswood. 
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8.  Jacob  Gillespie  Slaven — 5-J 

Born  1800  Greenbrier  Co.,  Va.  Married  Eleanor  Lockridge  on  Knopps  Creek. 
They  spent  most  of  their  lives  at  the  head  of  Greenbrier  near  the  Staunton 
and  Parkersburg  Pike.  An  attractive  home  and  hospitable  surroundings  where 
they  received  many  friends  and  where  they  passed  most  of  their  married  life, 

and  in  which  they  received  many  distinguished  guests  was  completely  destroyed 
by  fire  during  the  Civil  War.

Born  June  12,  1762,  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.  (Augusta  Co.)  Married  Feb.  22, 
1788  Patsy  Stuart,  who  was  a  cousin  on  his  mother’s  side,  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

(2)  Mrs,  Barbara  Leston  (who  had  one  son  John  at  the  time  of  her  ma rriage 
1805)  in  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky. 

Patsy  Stuart  Slaven  died  in  Montgomery  Co.,  K y.  February  1803. 

Isaiah  settled  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  Va.  and  from  there  moved  in  1792 
to  Montgomery  Co,,  Ky,  and  moved  from  there  to  Putnam  Co.,  Indiana,  sometime 
after  the  War  of  1812  probably  about  1827,  He  was  a  surveyor,  farmer  and 
horse  trader.  He  made  frequent  trips  to  Baltimore  to  sell  and  trade  horses 
and  brought  his  wife  home  on  horseback  from  there  in  1786.  He  was  a  soldier 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  having  served  as  a  private  under  Capt.  Wm.  Kincade, 
Col.  Moffet,Va.,  Capt.  Thomas  Hicklin,  Col.  Sampson  Mathis,  Va.,  Capt.  Chas. 
Cameron,  Col.  Me  Creery,  Va.  and  Capt.  George  Pouge.  ,  for  about  two  years 
October  1,  1780  to  July  5>  1782,  He  was  18  years  old  when  he  enlisted. 
Participated  in  the  battles  of  Hot  Water  and  Jamestown  and  was  present  at 
the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  He  also  served  as  a  private  and 
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corporal  in  Captain  Archibald  Morrisons  company  of  Infantry,  13  (Dadlevs) 
Regiment  Kentucky  Vol.  Militia.  Commanded  by  Lieutenant  Col.  Win.  E.  Boswell, 
March  29,  1813  to  Sept.  15,  1813.  He  was  pensioned  for  his  service  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  was  last  paid  to  June  28,  184.3  the  date  of  his  death. 

His  wife  Barbara  Leston  Slavens  was  living  at  the  time  of  his  death  on  his 
farm  in  Putnam  Co.,  Indiana.  He  is  buried  in  Union  Chapel,  north  of  Greer.- 
castle,  Ind.  When  35  years  of  age  i.e.  (1796)  he  moved  from  Bath  Co.,  Va. 
to  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky.  near  Mount  Sterling  and  lived  there  31  years.  From 
there  he  moved  to  Putnam  Co.,  Ind.  1827.

Dudley's  mounted  battalion  Kentucky  Volunteers.  His  services  commenced  Sept.  20, 
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1814  and  ended  Feb.  1,  1815 

4.  Thomas  M.  Slavens — 6-J 

Born  1796  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky.  Married  1818  in  Kentucky.  Died  March  1875. 
Residence  Montgomery  Co.,  Mo.  Served  in  the  War  of  1812  as  a  private  in  Cart. 
Archibald  Morrison's  Co.  (Dudley's)  Regiment  Kentucky  Militia.  His  service 
commenced  March  29,  1813  and  ended  March  10,  1814.  He  was  taken  prisoner  by 
the  British.
